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The  Reception  Committee  meets  at  the  Association  on  the  last 
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Members  of  the  several  Committees  are  requested  to  bear  these 
appointments  in  mind,  and  to  be  present  punctually. 


SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT

OFFICERS

We  have  now  occupied  for  nearly  two  years,  the  building  at  No. 

*7  East  Fifteenth  Street.  Last  year’s  report  told  our  friends  the  story 
of  our  removal  there,  and  the  improvements  we  had  made,  and  closed 
with  an  appeal  to  them  to  aid  us  in  building  our  new  Hall.  Before 
asking  for  this  help,  we  had  occupied  the  building  nearly  a  year,  and 
had  found  such  an  addition  an  absolute  necessity,  as  the  rooms  were 
too  small  to  accommodate  the  women  who  filled  to  overflowing  the 
Bible  class  and  entertainments.  ♦ 

We  come  before  our  friends  and  the  public  this  year,  most  grate¬ 
ful  for  their  response  to  our  appeal.  The  Hall  at  the  rear  of  our 
present  house,  covers  to  a  foot  all  the  ground  we  own  there.  It  is 
a  plain,  brick  building,  which  will  seat  four  hundred  and  fifty  persons. 
Its  history  is  briefly  this  :  Aft^r  the  full  payment  for  the  Association 
building,  the  improvements  and  furnishing,  etc.,  a  surplus  of  $2,9*76,42 
remained  in  the  hands  of  the  Building  Committee,  towards  the  erection 
of  the  new  Hall.  Further  subscriptions  were  solicited,  and  in  June 
the  Committee  felt  justified  in  breaking  ground  for  the  foundation. 
The  Association  gratefully  acknowledge  the  services  of  Mr.  Cephas 
Brainerd,  the  lawyer  of  the  Association,  who  searched  the  title  of  the 
property,  and  rendered  many  other  legal  services,  without  charge 
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The  period  of  building  was  one  of  great  discomfort,  and  occasion¬ 
ed  some  diminution  of  the  work.  The  Bible  Class  could  not  meet;  the  : 
Free  Entertainments  had  to  be  discontinued,  and  it  was  not  until  the 
last  Sunday  in  December  that  the  Hall  was  used  for  the  first  time. 
It  was  fitting  that  the  occasion  should  be  marked  'by  a  religious  ser¬ 
vice  ;  accordingly  the  Bible  class  dedicated  the  new  Hall.  As  the 
distinctive  aim  of  all  our  efforts  on  the  behalf  of  women  is  their 
religious  welfare,  we  are  grateful  for  an  increased  opportunity  to  do 
such  work.  The  Bible  class  was  much  crowded  in  the  rooms  of  the 
main  building.  Since  opening  in  the  new  Hall,  the  membership  has 
increased  by  seventy-five  in  two  Sundays  ;  and  we  have  room  to 
invite  others  to  share  the  religious  instruction  which  is  there  given. 
We  purpose  also,  to  gather  within  the  Hall,  the  women  whom  we 
benefit,  on  many  week-day  evenings,  to  listen  to  Lectures,  Concerts, 
Readings  and  like  entertainments.  Well-known  professional  artists 
and  amateur  friends  of  talent  will  be  asked  to  aid  the  Reception  Com¬ 
mittee  who  have  the  charge  of  these  programmes.  We  expect  to 
offer  a  course  of  Lectures  from  persons  of  reputation  and  ability,  which 
will  prove  attractive.  We  aim  by  these  entertainments,  to  draw 
working  women  within  the  influence  of  the  Association,  and  with  this 
end  in  view,  shall  neglect  no  means  of  making  them  widely  known. 
Never  before  Lave  we  been  able  to  advertise  publicly  an  invitation  to 
the  working  women  of  New  York  to  attend  our  Lectures  and  Enter¬ 
tainments,  because  we  have  never  had  a  proper  assembly  room  for 
their  accommodation.  Now,  the  medium  of  the  press  and  circulars  for 
distribution,  will  be  used  to  advertise  these  provisions  for  culture  and 
amusement. 

This  enlarged  opportunity  increases  greatly  the  responsibility 
which  rests  upon  the  members  of  the  Association.  It  is  a  solemn 
thought  to  earnest  workers. 

It  is  hoped  this  new  Hall  will  prove  a  source  of  revenue  to  our 
treasury,  through  its  rentals.  Many  persons  speak  and  think  of  the 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association  as  if  it  were  a  rich  society. 
We  assure  them  this  is  a  mistake,  and  point  to  the  Treasurer’s  rejiort, 
asking  for  a  careful  examination  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  year  past.  The  general  expenses  of  the  Association  have  been 
nearly  $2000.  less  in  1877,  than  in  1876.  This  reduction  is  due  in  part 
to  the  taxes  being  lessened,  by  a  lower  valuation  of  the  property. 
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Economy  has  been  a  matter  of  sad  necessity.  Many  developments 
of  the  Association  work  have  been  retarded  by  lack  of  means.  This 
coming  year  will  bring  heavy  expenses  for  the  anticipated  entertain¬ 
ments  in  the  Hall,  and  we  look  for  assistance  to  those  who  approve  our 
methods,  and  who  would  extend  the  influence  of  the  Association  for 
good  among  the  women  of  the  city. 

We  have  to  record  a  legacy  of  #5000.  from  Miss  Danser’s  estate. 
The  money  is  not  yet  received,  and  no  plan  has  been  formed  concern¬ 
ing  its  disposition.  We  desire  the  sum  to  be  wisely  invested,  and  the 
interest  accruing  from  it,  to  be  used  for  some  special  purpose.  But 
this  must  depend  on  the  liberality  of  our  friends,  as  further  money  is 
needed  to  complete  the  payments  on  the  Hall,  and  to  meet  the  current 
expenses  of  our  work. 

During  the  past  year,  some  important  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Association,  to  which  attention 
is  here  called. 

We  found  ourselves  with  a  large  list  of  members,  not  more  than 
half  of  whom  reported  for  active  work.  This  fact  led  to  constant 
misapprehension.  Earnest  workers  would  not  join  our  number,  feeling 
assured  their  services  were  not  needed  among  so  many.  Other  per¬ 
sons,  learning  that  non-workers  were  called  Active  *  'inkers  of  the 
Association,  thought  we  were  not  a  working  society:  thus  great  injus¬ 
tice  was  done  to  all.  By  the  changes  above  alluded  to,  all  members 
are  divided  into  two  classes,  designated  respectively  as  Active  and 
Associate  members.  The  first  class,  as  the  name  implies,  are  those 
actively  engaged  in  direct  personal  work  among  women.  The  second 
class  comprise  formerly  active  members,  withdrawn  by  circumstances 
from  work  ;  or  those  persons  who  feel  a  deep  interest  in  the  Associa¬ 
tion’s  work  for  women,  and  being  unable  to  give  their  time,  add  the 
support  of  their  names  and  money.  As  we  wish  to  enlarge  our 
membership,  we  invite  our  friends  to  become  either  Active  or  Associate 
members. 

Application  should  be  made  to  the  Membership  Committee,  which 
has  charge  of  the  reception  of  new  members,  who  are  personally 
visited,  and  made  acquainted  with  the  work. 

The  object  of  this  Association— the  elevation  and  help  of  woman — 
must  be  one  with  which  every  true  woman  feels  a  sympathy.  There 
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is  no  one  more  in  need  of  help  and  encouragement  than  a  woman  : 
struggling  to  find  and  keep  her  place  in  the  busy,  working  world.  Our 
sympathies  and  aid  are  for  all  such. 

The  free  Library,  the  free  Entertainments  and  Lectures,  are  for  I 
woman’s  mental  refreshment  and  cultivation.  The  Employment  Bureau  8 
helps  her  to  secure  her  livelihood;  the  Board  Directory  finds  her  a  I 
home  ;  the  Industrial  department  leads  to  perfection  in  industrial  1 
branches;  the  free  Classes  are  open  for  her  instruction,  and  the  Bible  1 
Class,  to  which  all  other  departments  lead,  teaches  her  to  seek  a  welfare  I 
far  more  necessary  than  her  temporal  good.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECEPTION  COMMITTEE. 

The  aim  of  this  Committee  is  to  attract  and  influence  the  working 
women  of  New  York,  by  means  of  Reading  Rooms,  Free  Entertain¬ 
ments,  Classes  and  Lectures.  To  this  end,  members  of  the  Committee 
have  visited  the  principal  business  houses  and  invited  women  in  all 
departments  of  labor,  to  come  to  the  Association;  and  of  those  thus 
invited,  a  large  proportion  have  accepted  the  privileges  offered  and 
given  grateful  testimony  of  their  appreciation. 

From  the  Reading-Room,  well  supplied  with  the  best  literature  of 
the  day,  has  gone  forth  a  patent  influence  for  good,  which  is  daily 
growing  and  extending.  Here  women  have  enjoyed  such  means  of 
mental  culture  as  they  could  not  obtain  elsewhere,  and  which,  in  many 
instances,  has  proved  of  practical  use  in  their  several  professions. 

The  room  has  been  open  every  day,  and  on  Monday  and  Friday 
evenings  ;  and  members  of  the  Committee  have  been  in  attendance  to 
welcome  visitors. 

Upon  examination  of  the  records  of  the  Free  Classes  in  writing 
and  Book-keeping,  we  find  an  increased  membership  and  efficiency. 
These  classes  are  attended  by  women  anxious  to  qualify  themselves 
for  business  positions.  To  many  such,  hitherto  deprived  by  circum¬ 
stances  of  needed  instruction,  the  lack  of  early  training  has  been  well 
supplied. 

In  December  last,  the  first  of  our  course  of  Free  Lectures  for  the 
Winter  and  Spring,  was  given  by  Rev.  Dr.  John  Hall.  A  Lecture  wag 
delivered  each  succeeding  month  by  Mrs.  Leonowens,  Mary  Putnam 
Jacobi,  M.  D.,  Rev.  Arthur  Brooks  and  Mr.  Paul  du  Chaillu. 

These  Lectures  were  thoroughly  educational  in  their  tone,  and 
attracted  many  appreciative  hearers. 

The  Social  Receptions  given  to  the  members  of  the  Bible  Class, 
have  been  a  pleasant  feature  of  our  work  during  the  year.  On  these 
occasions,  the  Association  Rooms  were  made  specially  brig] it  and  at¬ 
tractive.  The  evening  was  spent  in  the  enjoyment  of  music  and  social  in¬ 
tercourse,  and  a  substantial  supper  was  generously  provided  by  friends. 

W  e  note,  as  happy  results  of  these  re-unions,  the  growth  of  kindly 
feeling  between  the  members  of  the  Class,  and  the  cementing  of  that 
bond  which  unites  them  to  the  Association,  while  in  many  cases,  much 
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needed  relaxation  of  mind  and  body  has  here  been  sought  and  found. 
Who  can  estimate  the  influence  of  scenes  like  these,  on  lives  that  sel¬ 
dom  And  relief  from  the  pressure  of  daily  toil,  and  whose  sources  of 
recreation  are  so  few  ! 

The  outline  of  our  work  here  presented,  serves  to  remind  us  of 
what  remains  to  be  accomplished.  Our  field  of  effort  is  constantly 
enlarging,  and  results  are  meagre  in  comparison.  But  with  increased 
facilities  for  service  and  ever-growing  strength,  we  may  confidently 
look  for  more  abundant  fruit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

During  the  past  year,  1,119  women  have  drawn  books  from  the 
Library,  539  of  whom  have  been  admitted  to  membership  since  Jan¬ 
uary  first;  while  the  number  of  regular  attendants  registered  at  present 
date,  (December  31st,)  is  816.  This  discrepancy  maybe  accounted 
for  by  the  explanation  that,  in  the  lives  of  many  women  self-dependent 
for  support,  there  must  necessarily  be  constant  changes  of  abode, 
besides  varied  occupations  that  will  not  permit  of  sufficient  leisure  for 
recreation  in  reading.  Thus,  it  often  occurs  that  a  young  woman  is 
compelled  by  circumstances  to  give  up  her  Library  card,  and  in  most 
cases,  it  is  done  with  sincere  and  hearty  expressions  of  regret.  The 
aggregate  of  volumes  circulated  during  the  year,  was  13,192.  Of  these, 
novels  continue  to  be  the  leading  element.  It  is  endeavored  to  keep 
the  standard  of  admitted  works  of  fiction  as  high  as  possible,  and  the 
Librarian  constantly  urges  upon  the  applicants,  such  books  as  will  in¬ 
struct  and  improve  as  well  as  interest  them.  Still,  she  cannot  but  re¬ 
alize — and  is  merciful  accordingly — that  it  is  scarcely  fair  to  expect  of 
a  hard- worked  woman  tired  in  mind  and  body,  to  give  such  little  leisure 
as  she  may  have, -to  aught  beyond  simple  recreation,  and  to  her  a  novel 
or  story-book  is  often  a  positive  luxury.  The  privilege  of  taking  books 
is  one  entirely  without  expense;  no  fees  are  collected;  the  sole  requisi¬ 
tion  of  membership  being  a  strict  observance  of  the  rules  which  are 
few  and  easily  kept.  Any  working  woman  in  this  city,  giving  satis¬ 
factory  reference,  may  obtain  admission  to  the  Library. 

The  rooms  are  bright  and  cheerful,  and  arranged  with  large  and 
convenient  alcoves,  from  whose  shelves  each  applicant  is  permitted  to 
select  her  book,  the  volumes  being  placed  thereon  alphabetically, 
according  to  authorship  and  subject  matter. 

The  addition  to  the  Association  Building,  has  recently  given  to 
the  Library,  greatly  enlarged  quarters,  which  are  comfortably  filled, 
especially  on  the  evenings  that  the  Library  is  open,  with  pleased  and 
interested  faces.  But  many  of  the  shelves  remain  un  invitingly  empty, 
the  increase  of  books  being  scarcely  in  proportion  to  the  applicants. 
There  are  now  a  scant  four  thousand  volumes  enrolled  on  the  catalog  re 
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and  each  week  many  of  these  will  be  discarded  as  being  unfitted  by 
constant  wear  and  tear,  to  remain  longer  in  circulation.  The  Library 
is  utterly  dependent  on  voluntary  gifts  of  books — new  and  old — and 
money  wherewith  to  buy  them.  In  this  latter  shape,  contributions  are 
of  course  especially  desirable,  as  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
purchase  of  books  at  a  large  discount  from  the  regular  price.  The 
Library  is  open  on  Mondays  and  Fridays  in  the  evening,  and  every 
morning — except  on  those  days— during  the  week.  A  cordial  invita¬ 
tion  to  visit  it,  is  hereby  extended  to  all  who  feel  an  interest  in  the 
work.

There  has  long  been  a  need  in  this  city  for  a  Bureau  where  women 
of  culture  and  refinement  could  seek  such  occupations  as  they  were 
fitted  for,  either  by  taste  or  special  training.  The  success  attending 
the  work  of  the  Employment  Committee,  demonstrates  that  to  a  com 
siderable  extent  this  want  has  been  met. 

Members  of  the  Committee  are  present  in  the  Employmen 
Bureau  every  day,  from  10  A.  M.  to  4  P.  M.,  to  receive  the  applicants 
to  ascertain  their  needs  and  capabilities,  to  carefully  investigate  their 
references,  and  to  endeavor  to  secure  the  employment  for  which  they 
seem  best  fitted. 

A  large  portion  of  the  work  of  the  committee  consists  in  the  exei’- 
cise  of  their  personal  influence  upon  the  applicants,  through  suggestions 
and  kindly  advice.  Scarcely  a  day  passes,  that  some  do  not  come 
expressly  to  seek  the  encouragement,  sympathy  and  counsel  which  they 
know  awaits  them  here.  In  this  way  many  sad  cases  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Committee,  of  women  recently  reduced  to  poverty, 
anxious  to  work  for  small  remuneration,  and  who  are  unwilling  to  be 
thrown  upon  the  public  as  recipients  of  charity,  only  asking  for 
employment. 

All  employers  are  received  by  the  clerk  of  the  Bureau,  whose 
special  duty  it  is  to  ascertain  exactly  the  services  they  require,  and 
to  select  from  the  many  applicants  only  those  who  seem  best  fitted  for 
the  positions,  thus  saving  the  employer  loss  of  time,  and  the  annoyance 
of  receiving  unsuitable  persons. 

Year  by  year  the  work  increase#  in  respect  to-  the  number  of 
employers  and  the  number  of  applicants  for  positions.  Especially  is 
there  an  increase  noticeable  fin  the  number  of  situations  secured  for  those 
we  desire  to  aid. 

The  results  of  an  engagement  for  a  “  day’s  work  ”  are  often  so 
satisfactory  as  to  secure  permanent  employment,  or  new  openings  for 
further  service. 
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Many  competent  teachers,  and  experienced  house-keepers  are  now 
anxiously  waiting  for  employment,  and  the  committee  desires  that  this 
fact  should  he  made  known  to  all  principals  of  schools,  or  to  institutions 
and  families  desiring  either  of  these  kinds  of  service,  that  they  may 
call  or  send  to  us  with  the  assurance  that  they  can  he  satisfactorily 
supplied.  There  is  kept  always  a  list  ©f  experienced  nurses  for  the 
sick,  bearing  credentials  from  physicians,  and  many  important  demands 
for  such  service  have  been  responded  to  with  a  satisfactory  result. 
Well  recommended  cashiers,  clerks,  nursery  governesses,  dressmakers, 
seamstresses,  etc.,  are  always  registered  on  the  hooks.  No  house 
servants  are  received. 

Through  the  medium  of  circulars,  cards,  advertisements  in  papers, 
and  the  personal  efforts  of  members  of  the  committee,  the  knowledge 
of  this  work  has  been  largely  extended.

REPORT  OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  the  Industrial  Department  during  the  past  year,  has 
been  most  encouraging  in  its  results.  The  machine  and  hand-sewing 
Classes  have  been  well  attended,  and  the  advantages  they  have  to  offer 
seem  to  be  appreciated  by  those  whom  we  are  trying  to  benefit,  as  we 
have  had  over  sixty  applications  for  admission  during  the  year. 

Nearly  two  hundred  garments  have  been  cut  by  the  ladies  of  the 
Committee,  and  made  by  the  class,  of  which  number,  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy  have  been  sold,  adding  considerably  to  the  income  of 
the  Department.  As  they  are  sold  for  the  price  of  the  material  used, 
we  have  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  them,  the  supply  usually  being 
not  equal  to  the  demand. 

The  work  done  in  the  Order  Department  has  been  limited,  as  that 
branch  of  the  work  was  not  resumed  until  late  in  the  season,  but  all 
orders  left  have  given  satisfaction  so  far  as  known. 

The  finances,  according  to  the  Treasurer’s  report,  are  in  good 
condition,  for  with  the  addition  of  a  small  subscription  only,  our  receipts 
have  been  so  nearly  equal  to  the  expenditures,  that  this  year’s  work 
commences  with  exactly  the  balance  on  hand  of  last  year. 
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As  it  is  always  pleasant  to  tell  of  the  generosity  of  others  to  the 
Association,  we  would  like  to  speak  here  of  the  generosity  of  the 
Wheeler  &  Wilson  Sewing  Machine  Company  to  this  Department. 
They  not  only  lend  us  twelve  of  the  sewing  machines  in  use  in  the 
class,  but  contribute  regularly  towards  the  salary  of  the  teacher. 
Their  liberality  is  fully  appreciated,  and  we  hope  they  may  feel  in 
some  degree  repaid  by  knowing  of  the  good  we  are  able  to  accomplish 
through  their  means.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMITTEE  ON  BOARD  DIRECTORY. 

“  Where  shall  I  live  ?  ”  “  What  can  I  pay  ?”  are  questions  closely 
interwoven  with  that  of  self-support,  in  the  case  of  most  young  women 
thrown  upon  their  own  exertions  for  a  livelihood.  Only  those  who 
have  known  the  cheerlessness  of  a  crowded  tenement,  or  the  heart- 
loneliness  of  a  common  boarding  house,  can  estimate  the  blessings  of 
a  home  where  kindly  interest  relieves  the  weariness  and  despondency 
that  too  often  follow  upon  a  day  spent  in  the  hard  struggle  for  a  living 
in  a  large  city. 

This  want  the  Board  Directory  aims  to  meet.  The  work  is  beset 
with  difficulties  ;  the  expenses  of  house-keeping  and  the  need  of  income 
often  place  the  accommodations  far  above  the  means  of  applicants, 
while  in  turn,  the  hard  earned  dollar  of  the  applicant  has  an  almost 
fictitious  value  in  her  own  eyes,  and  more  is  expected  for  it  than  can 
be  reasonably  offered.  But  the  greater  the  difficulty,  the  greater  the 
need  of  persevering  endeavor,  and  the  Committee,  after  the  experience 
of  fourteen  months,  feels  satisfied  of  the  necessity  of  its  work,  and 
encouraged  by  the  measure  of  success  attending  it.  One  hundred 
places  have  been  entered  on  the  Register,  comprising  all  varieties; 
from  the  unfurnished  room  of  some  Christian  woman  in  a  tenement 
house,  at  $1.00  per  week;  to  the  pleasant  surroundings  of  a  few  private 
houses,  or  furnished  flats,  with  board  at  $5.00  and  $6.00  per  week,  or 
the  nice  hall  rooms  at  $7.00  in  some  comfortable  boarding  houses 
The  locations  range  from  below  Canal  street  to  Ilarlem,  and  almost 
from  river  to  river.  There  are  at  present,  seventy-eight  places  on  the 
list. 
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A  personal  application  on  the  part  of  the  head  of  the  family, 
church  membership,  and  a  satisfactory  reference  from  the  Pastor,  ( in 
reply  to  a  confidential  note  of  inquiry  sent  by  the  Committee,)  are  the 
essential  requisites  before  any  places  are  entered  on  the  books;  the 
houses  are  then  visited,  and  their  general  characteristics  are  carefully 
noted.  The  Cqpimittee  seeks  to  impress  on  the  families  the  aim  of 
the  Board  Directory  to  secure  religious  home  influences,  and  a  kind 
motherly  or  sisterly  interest  in  the  welfare  of  each  boarder. 

.  The  records  show  two  hundred  and  five  applicants  for  board 
during  the  fourteen  months.  Satisfactory  references  as  to  character 
are  sent  for  in  all  cases,  and  when  received,  the  applicants  are  sent 
with  introductory  tickets,  to  such  places  as  seem  best  adapted  to  them¬ 
selves  as  individuals,  and  to  their  means.  This  is  often  a  most 
difficult'  task,  but  the  Committee  advise  with  them,  and  endeavor  to 
convince  them  that  the  home  of  a  quiet  Christian  family,  is  a  better 
place  for  them,  than  some  more  attractive  one  where  dangers  lurk 
beneath  the  acquaintances  which  might  be  formed  there. 

It  is  impossible  to  state  the  number  who  have  been  suited  with  a 
home,  for  many  neglect  to  report,  and  some,  finding  places  for  them¬ 
selves,  are  lost  sight  of;  but  enough  have  reported  themselves  as 
pleasantly  located  through  the  Board  Directory,  to  repay  the 
Committee. 

The  results  of  the  year’s  work  seem  small  as  measured  by  figures, 
but  satisfactory  in  the  individual  cases  befriended,  and  in  the  grateful 
appreciation  by  many  an  applicant,  of  kindness  received,  or  of  sympa¬ 
thy  and  interest  shown  in  her  welfare. 

The  members  of  the  Board  Directory  would  especially  request  of 
all  who  may  read  this  report,  to  aid  its  work  by  directing  to  it,  young 
women  who  need  a  home,  and  by  sending  the  name  and  address  of 
such  Christian  families  as  would  receive  one  or  more  young  women  as 
boarders. 

The  Board  Directory  Committee  returns  thanks  to  Mr.  John 
Dougal  of  the  Daily  Witness,  Mr.  Dana  of  the  Sun,  Mr.  Hall  of 
the  Evening  Telegram  and  the  Editor  of  The  Advocate  and  Guardian, 
for  advertisements  of  its  work,  kindly  donated  by  them.

Here  will  be  held  our  Lectures  for  women;  our 
Business  and  Social  meetings;  on  the  Lord’s  day  its  doors  will  be 
thrown  open  to  the  many  women  who  attend  the  Bible  Class. 

The  amount  already  subscribed  towards  the  payment  of  the  addi¬ 
tion,  will  be  found  on  examination  of  the  Treasurer’s  statement,  which 
follows  this  report.  When  all  our  bills  are  presented,  there  will 
still  remain  an  indebtedness  of  between  three  and  four  thousand 
dollars.*  Yet  Ave  trust,  through  the  liberality  of  our  members  and 
friends,  this  obligation  wi  11  soon  be  cancelled. 

Thanks  are  particularly  due  to  Mr.  W.  Wheeler  Smith,  architect*, 
Avho  has  generously  donated  his  time  and  services  to  the  careful 
superintendence  of  the  building  of  the  Hall,  and  the  alterations  in  our 
house;  and  to  Messrs.  Amerman  &  Ford,  who  surveyed  our  property 
free  of  charge,

NAME  AND  ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 

This  Association  was  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  April  29th,  1873.  On  March  10,  187C,  the  name  of  the  Association  was 
changed  to  “The  Young  Woman’s  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of 
New  York.” 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  The  Young  Ladies’  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Passed  Aprii  29th,  1873. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Nero  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows: 

|  1.  Caroline  D.  Roberts,  Hannah  S.  Brick,  Julia  C.  Jayne,  Henrietta  E.  Talcott,  Margaret  L.  V. 
Shepard,  Sarah  E.  Wendell,  Stella  B.  Lee,  Kate  Oakley,  Olivia  E.  P.  Stokes,  Sarah  B.  Hills,  Mar¬ 
garet  D.  Harper,  Mary  Beach,  Louise  F.  Underhill,  Mary  L.  McCready,  Georgiana  B.  Ballard,  Mary 
A.  Aitken,  and  their  associates  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  “  The 
Young  Ladies'  Christian  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York.” 

§  2.  The  object  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  the  improvement  of  the  temporal,  social,  mental, 
moral  and  religious  contrition  of  the  young  women  of  the  City  of  New  York,  particularly  of  those 
dependent  upon  their  own  exertions  for  support,  by  procuring  employment  and  safe  hoarding 
places,  by  Bible  classes,  social  and  religious  meetings,  libraries  and  reading-rooms,  anu  such  other 
means  and  services  as  may  conduce  io  the  accomplishment  of  this  object. 

§  3.  The  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  an  executive  committee  composed  of  twenty-four 
members,  who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years,  or  until  others  are  elected.  The  first  executive 
committee  shall  consist,  of  the  hereinbefore  named  corporators,  who.  shall  hold  office  from  i lie  first 
Monday  in  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four;  together  with  eight  other  persons,  who 
shall  be  elected  the  last  Monday  in  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three.  The  first 
meeting  ot  the  executive  committee  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy-three,  at  which  meeting  the  executive  committee  shall  divide  themselves  by  lot 
into  three  classes,  eight  of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  eight  for  two  years,  and  eight  for 
three  years,  and  thereafter  eight,  of  such  members  of  the  executive  committee  shall  he  elected  an-  j 
nually  on  the  last  Monday  of  November  in  each  year,  and  shall  hold  office  from  the  first  Monday  I 
in  January  next  succeeding  after  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four.  The  executive  ' 
committee  shall  be  composed  of,  and  chosen  from  persons  in  communion  with  Protestant  evari-  |! 
gelical  churches,  and  representing  at  least  five  denominations,  and  no  more  than  one-third  shall  j 
be  chosen  from  any  one  of  said  denominations.  All  vacancies  in  the  executive  committee  or  in  Ij 
the  offices  of  said  committee  shall  be  filled  as  the  constitution  and  by-laws  direct. 

§  4.  This  corporal  ion  may  make  such  a  constitution,  and  the  executive  committee  such  by-laws 
arid  rules  for  the  regulation  of  its  business,  the  management  of  its  affairs,  the  choice,  powers  and 
duties  of  its  officers  and  agents,  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  its  charter  and  the  laws  of  the  State, 
excepting  that  the  provisions  of  its  constitution  declaring  that  the  officers  and  chairman  of  com¬ 
mittees  shall  be  elected  by  the  executive  committee  out  of  their  own  number,  and  that  ail  ihe  ; 
members  of  said  executive  committee  shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  Protestant  evangelical 
churches,  shall  not  be  altered  or  repealed. 

§  5.  I'll e  body  corporate  created  by  this  Act  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  advisory  hoard,  he 
capable  of  taking,  by  gift,  purchase,  devise  or  bequest,  subject  to  all  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
devises  and  bequests  by  last  wills  and  testaments,  and  holding  and  mortgaging  and  conveying  any 
real  or  per-onal  estate  for  the  uses  of  said  corpoiation,  hut  such  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  in 
value  the  annual  rental  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  The  body  corporate  created  by  this  Act, 
in  addition  to  the  powers  and  rights  hereinbefore  specified,  shall  have  power  to  take,  subject  to 
the  consent  of  the  advisory  hoard,  by  grant,  conveyance,  gift,  devise  or  bequest,  any  real  or  per¬ 
sonal  property  tobe  held  in  trust  by  it,  to  found  and  maintain  professorships,  lectureships,  cour.-es 
of  instruction,  educational  classes  and  scholarships,  and  for  any  other  specific  purpose  compre¬ 
hended  in  the  general  objects  authorized  by  this  Act.  Said  trusts  may  be  created  subject  to  such 
conditions  and  visitations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  grantor  or  donor,  and  accepted  by  the  said 
corporation,  and  may  continue  for  such  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for 
which  they  are  created.  Morris  K.  Jesup,  Howard  Potter,  Elbert  B.  Monroe,  Jacob  F.  Wyckoff, 
James  Stokes,  Jr  .  Riley  A.  Brick,  Bowles  Colgate,  Wm.  A.  Cauldwell,  Ames  Van  Wart,  and  > 
Robert  R.  McBurney,  are  hereby  constituted  the  advisory  board,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  oc¬ 
cur  in  said  advisory  board,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  remaining.  All  the 
members  of  said  board  shall  be  communicants  in  good  standing,  and  representing  at  least  five  dif¬ 
ferent  Protestant  evangelical  denominations,  but  not  more  than  three  shall  be  members  of  any  ,j;J 
one  denomination.  No  trust  shall  he  accepted  by  this  corporation,  nor  any  conveyance,  mortgage,  j 
or  lien  lie  created  upon  ihe  property  owned  by  this  corporation,  nor  any  property  be  leased  or  j 
purchased,  or  any  debt  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  in  amount  be  created  except  upon  the 
approval  of  the  advisory*  board.  No  intoxicating  drinks  or  strong  or  lager  beer  shall  be  sold 
or  used,  or  gambling  allowed  upon  any  part  of  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  corporation.  The 
real  estate  held  by  ihe  Association  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  future  debt  or  obligation  of  the  ||j 
Association,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  contracted  with  the  approval  of  the  said  advisory  board  It 

§  ti.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  this  charter  by  the  Young  Ladies’  Christian  Association,  this  Act  ;W 
shall  take  effect  and  become  operative;  but  persons  holding  office  as  members  of  the  executive  I 
committee,  when  this  charter  is  accepted,  shall  continue  as  such  until  an  executive  committee  is  J 
formed  and  empowered  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  charter, 

§  7.  All  devises  and  bequests  to  said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  provisions  of  an  Act  en-  1 
titled '‘An  Act  relating  to  wills,”  passed  April  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and  the  jl 
Acts  amending  the  same,

We,  the  members,  desirous  of  promoting  the  temporal,  social, 
mental,  moral  and  religious  welfare  of  Young;  Women,  particularly  of 
such  as  are  dependent  upon  their  own  exertions  for  support,  do  form 
ourselves  into  an  Association  for  this  object,  and  do  hereby  adopt  the 
following 

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME  AND  OBJECT. 

Section  1.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  “The  Young  ’Women's 
Christian  Association ,”  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

§  2,  The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  promote  the  temporal, 
social,  mental,  moral  and  religious  welfare  of  Young  Women,  particu¬ 
larly  of  those  dependent  upon  their  own  exertions  for  support,  by 
ways  and  means  to  be  hereinafter  designated. 

ARTICLE  II. 

MEMBERS. 

§  1.  The  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  divided  into  four 
classes,  viz  :  Active,  Associate,  Life  and  Honorary.

,  §  2.  Any  young  woman,  married  or  single,  may  become  an  Active 

:  Member  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Membership  Committee, 
.  confirmed  by  the  Executive  Committee.  She  must  be  introduced  by 
j  an  Active  Member,  and  her  fall  name  and  residence  must  be  presented 
in  writing  to  the  Recording  Secretary — signed  by  the  member  intro- 
!  ducing  her.  She  shall  have  the  right  of  voting,  and  shall  pay  to  the 
'  Treasurer  annually,  in  advance,  a  sum  not  less  than  One  Dollar. 

DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATE  MEMBERS. 

:!  §  3.  Those  who  feel  an  interest  in  the  objects  of  the  Association, 
but  are  unable  to  engage  in  its  active  work ,  may  become  Associate  Members. 

J  I 
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They  must  be  introduced  by  a  member  of  the  Association,  and  their 
full  name  and  residence  must  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  Recording 
Secretary,  signed  by  the  member  introducing  them.  They  shall  pay 
an  annual  subscription,  in  advance,  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  ;  and 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Business  Meetings  of  the  As¬ 
sociation,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  vote. 

§  4.  Life  membership  may  be  constituted  by  a  Donation  of  Fifty 
Dollars — given  at  any  one  time. 

§  5.  Honorary  Membership  may  be  constituted  by  a  Donation  of 
One  Hundred  Dollars— given  at  any  one  time. 

ARTICLE  III. 

DOTIES  OP  ACTIVE  MEMBERS. 

§  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Active  Members  to  extend  the  work  of 
the  Association— by  increasing  its  membership,  and  by  raising  funds 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Association. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Active  Members  to  co-operate  with  the 
Executive  Committee,  in  accordance  with  plans  by  it  presented,  in 
seeking  out  young  women  who  may  stand  in  need  of  the  help  of  the 
Association,  and  becoming  personally  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
such  :  in  aiding  them  to  procure  suitable  boarding  places,  and  to  find 
employment  ;  to  secure  their  attendance  at  Church  ;  also  at  the  Bible- 
C  lass  and  religious  meetings  of  the  Association  ;  and  to  invite  them 
to  all  the  social  and  intellectual  advantages  offered  by  the  Association- 

§  3.  Active  Members  shall  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  serve 
regularly  upon  at  least  one,  and  not  on  more  than  two,  of  the  Standing 
Committees  ;  and  shall  seek  to  promote,  by  all  possible  means,  the 
spiritual  prosperity  of  their  own  sex. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

§  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  Active 
M  embers  of  ihe  Association  who  shall  be  communicants  in  Protestant 
E  vangelical  Churches,  representing  at  least  five  denominations,  and  no 
more  than  one-third  shall  be  chosen  from  any  one  of  said  denomina¬ 
tions.  They  shall  be  elected  on  the  last  Monday  in  November,  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  provision  of  Section  3d  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation. 
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§  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  from  its  own  number  all 
officers  of  the  Association,  and  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees. 
It  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  its  own  number,  and  shall  have  the  general 
superintendence  and  control  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Association.  It 
shall  have  authority  to  make,  adopt,  and  amend  such  rules  and  by-laws 
as  shall  by  it  be  deemed  expedient  for  its  own  government  and  the 
government  of  the  Association,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution. 

§  3.  Its  Members  shall  serve  when  needed  on  any  special  work  of 
the  Association. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

OFFICERS. 

The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corrresponding  Secretary  and  a  Recording 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot  from  and  by  the  Ex" 
ecutive  Committee,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year. 
Should  the  first  Monday  fall  on  New  Year’s  Day,  then  the  election  of 
Officers  shall  be  held  on  the  day  next  following. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Advisory  Board,  as  named  in  Section  5th  of  the  Act  of  Incor¬ 
poration,  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  perform  all  the  duties  incum¬ 
bent  upon  them,  in  conformity  with  said  Section  5th  of  the  Act  of  In- 
eorporation. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

MEETINGS. 

§  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  a  meeting  each  week, 
from  September  1st  to  July  1st,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  By-Laws 
prescribe.  Seven  Members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  It  shall  meet 
at  the  call  of  the  President  during  July  and  August. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  a  Meeting  of  the  Association  on  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  of  each  month,  from  October  to  June  inclusive,  to  promote  Chiis- 
tian  and  social  intercourse,  and  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  At  this  meeting,  reports  shall  be  presented  from  the  sevei  al 
Committees,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Fifteen  Members  shall  col- 
•titute  a  quorum. 
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§  3.  There  shall  he  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  on  the 
second  Monday  of  January,  at  which  the  Annual  Reports  from  the 
President,  the  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries,  the  Treasurer 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committees,  shall  be  submitted,  and 
such  other  business  as  may  be  presented  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

§  4.  All  Meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
with  devotional  exercises. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

COMMITTEES. 

§  1.  No  Standing  or  Special  Committee  shall  contract  any  money 
indebtedness  without  a  previous  appropriation  from  the  Executive 
Committee. 

§  2,  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  several  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  defined  and  limited  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Association, 

ARTICLE  IX, 
amendments. 

§  1,  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Active  Members  then 
present,  provided  notice  of  the  proposed  amendments  shall  have  been 
given  at  a  previous  regular  meeting,  and  provided  also,  that  such  pro¬ 
posed  amendments  shall  have  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  at  a  regular  meeting — (a  written  notice  of  such 
proposed  amendments  having  been  given  to  each  member  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  at  least  ten  days  previous  thereto) — held  at  least 
one  month  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  when  such 
amendments  are  acted  on. 

§  2.  Amendments  may  be  proposed  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  If  at  the  regular  meeting,  one  month  there¬ 
after,  such  amendments  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members 
of  the  Committee,  they  shall  be  reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Association,  and  a  vote  may  be  taken  upon  them  at  the  next 
succeeding  regular  meeting,  when  they  may  be  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Active  Members  then  present. 
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§  3.  But  Article  2d  and  Article  4th  shall  not  be  altered  nor 
amended  without  the  consent  of  five-sixths  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  signified  by  vote  at  a  regular  meeting,  and 
written  notice  of  such  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  given 
to  each  member  of  the  Committee,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  meet* 
ing  when  such  vote  is  taken. 


By-Laws  of  the  A_ssociation. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OP  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  on  Thursdays  at 
eleven  o’clock,  at  such  place  as  it  shall  appoint. 

Sec.  2.  The  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1st.  Prayer. 

2nd.  Reading  of  Minutes, 

•3d.  Unfinished  Business. 

4th.  Presentation  and  approval  of  bills,  reading  of  letters,  etc. 

5th.  Proposal  of  New  Members. 

6th,  Reports  and  recommendations  of  Committees. 

7th.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  changing  her 
denominational  connection  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned,  and  the 
vacancy  so  created  shall  be  filled  by  the  said  Committee. 

ARTICLE  II. 

THE  DUTIES  OP  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  1.  The  President,  or,  ia  her  absence,  one  of  the  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents  or  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Association  shall  be  called  by  the  President,  also  special 
meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  the  written  request  of  not 
less  than  three  of  its  members.  The  President  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  all  special  committees,  shall  have  the  casting  vote,  and  shall 
be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  the  Standing  Committees. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  First  Vice-President  to  act  for 
the  President,  and  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and 
Executive  Committee,  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 
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Sec  3.  In  case  of  the  inabititv  of  the  First  Vice-President  to  act 
for  the  President,  it  shall  be  her  duty  to  see  that  the  Second  Vice- 
President  is  notified  to  perform  the  duties  in  her  stead. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  ;  conduct  the  corres¬ 
pondence  ;  file  and  preserve  all  letters  and  papers  ;  retain  copies  of  all 
important  letters  written  by  her  ;  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Association,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
notify  members  of  their  election  to  any  office  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  or  to  the  membership  of  said  committee. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  5.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Association,  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  ;  notify 
Active  Members  of  their  election  ;  take  charge  of  the  Membership 
Record,  keeeping  a  complete  list  of  the  name  and  residence  of  each 
Active,  Associate,  Life  and  Honorary  Member. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  TREASURER. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  for  the  Association, 
giving  receipts  for  the  same  ;  make  payments  and  disbursements, 
under  the  order  of  the  Executive  Committee  only.  All  moneys  of  the 
Association  shall  be  deposited  in  a  designated  Bank,  and  all  payments 
shall  be  made  by  checks. 

All  bills  must,  before  payment,  be  approved  by  the  Auditing  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  strict  record  and  account  of  all  subscrip¬ 
tions,  donations,  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  present  a  repoxi;  of  the 
same  to  the  Association  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  and  shall 
prepare  an  Annual  Report  for  publication. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  name  and  residence  of  each  subscriber 
and  donor. 

The  Building  Fund  shall  be  invested  by  the  Treasurer,  until  required 
for  building  purposes,  in  such  securities  as  shall  be  recommended  by 
the  Advisory  Board. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

NEW  MEMBERS. 

Members  presenting  friends  for  Active  Membership  must  first  obtain 
from  them  their  signature  to  article  III  of  Constitution,  on  Duties  of 
Active  Members. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OP  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  1  All  Standing  Committees  shall  be  limited  in  membership, 
the  number  to  be  decided  by  the  Chairman. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chairman  of  Standing  Committees  must  present  all 
important  business  for  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  be¬ 
fore  action  in  their  several  Committees. 

Sec.  3.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  make  their  own  Rules  and 
By-Laws — subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  of  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  appoint  their  own  officers  annually  excepting 
the  Chairman.  Each  Chairman  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  a  sub¬ 
stitute  to  act  in  her  absence. 

Sec.  6.  One  fourth  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

In  the  absence  of  a  quorum,  five  members  may  transact  business 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  next  regular  meeting  of  such  committee. 


ARTICLE  V. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP. 


This  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  and 
shall  be  composed  of  seven  members,  three  from  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  four  from  the  Active  Members  of  the  Association.  All 
names  of  Members  accepted  by  this  Committee  shall  pass  to  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  for  approval. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

There  shall  be  an  Auditing  Committee  of  three  members  chosen  from 
and  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  ap- 
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propriations  made  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  approve  all  bills, 
and  without  such  approval,  no  bill  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer.  This 
Committee  shall  audit  the  accounts  semi-annually. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

All  moneys  for  the  Association  should  be  given  to  the  Treasurer, 
enclosed  in  an  envelope,  with  a  written  statement  of  the  amount,  with 
the  full  name  and  address  of  the  donor,  together  with  the  name  of  the 
person  through  whom  it  is  received,  also  whether  it  be  a  Donation,  or 
an  Annual  Subscription. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ABSENCE  PROM  MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.  Active  Members  will  be  notified  of  regular  meetings  of  the 
Association. 

Sec.  2.  Members  absenting  themselves  for  two  months,  from  the 
Ceetings  and  work  of  their  respective  Committees,  without  presenta¬ 
tion  of  a  reasonable  excuse  to  the  chairman,  shall  be  considered  as 
having  resigned  therefrom,  and  shall  be  notified  accordingly,  unless 
the  chairman  request  the  Executive  Committee  that  such  members  be 
retained,  with  the  provision  that  in  six  months  they  resume  their  work 

ARTICLE  IX. 

RECEPTION  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  all  the  social 
entertainments;  shall  organize  and  superintend  all  Musical  and  Lite¬ 
rary  Classes;  and  engage  all  teachers  therefor,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall  have  control  of  the  Newspapers 
and  Periodicals  in  the  Rooms,  and  provide  for  the  increase  and 
arrangement  thereof. 

It  shall  receive  all  visitors  to  the  rooms  on  such  evenings  as  shall 
be  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  the  Association  at  11  a.  m.,  on  the 
last  Friday  of  each  month,  and  also  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman. 

One-fourth  of  the  Members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  entire  charge  and  control  of  the  Library; 
keep  lists  of  books,  applicants,  etc.,  and  shall  make  and  carry  out  all 
rules  and  regulations  connected  therewith. 

It  shall  appoint  a  Librarian  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Each  Member  of  this  Committee  is  expected  to  contribute  yearly  to 
the  Library,  twelve  bound  volumes. 

This  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman.  One-fourth 
of  the  Members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

EMPLOYMENT  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  have  entire  control  of  receiving  and  placing  all 
appli  cants  for  employment. 

It  shall  appoint  the  number  of  its  Members  to  be  in  attendance  at 
the  Rooms  from  10  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.  and  from  1  p.  m.  to  4  p.  m.  daily, 
to  receive  all  applicants’ 

This  Committee  shall  become  acquainted  with,  and  take  personal 
interest  in,  all  who  apply  for  work,  and  continue  their  interest  as  long 
as  practicable  ;  shall  search  out  their  references,  both  in  regard  to  char¬ 
acter  and  capacity  ;  give  such  counsel  and  advice  as  may  be  needed, 
and  seek  by  every  means  to  find  suitable  employment  for  all  deserving 
persons  who  may  present  themselves. 

Members  who  have  been  on  duty  during  the  preceding  week  are 
expected  to  report  anything  of  interest  connected  with  their  work. 

This  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman.  One-fourth 
of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

INDUSTRIAL  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee  shall  superintend  the  Sewing  Machine  Department 
advertising,  and  inviting  girls  to  join  the  class,  and  one  member  of  the 
committee  shall  visit  the  class  daily. 

It  shall  have  a  class  once  a  week,  to  instruct  young  girls  in  the  nicer 
details  of  hand-sewing. 


It  shall  have  charge  of  all  orders  for  fancy  work  received  at  the  As¬ 
sociation. 

It  shall- allow  some  competent  woman  the  use  of  the  sewing-room 
and  extra  machines. 

This  committee  shall  have  a  separate  Treasury,  and  raise  any  extra 
funds  needed  in  its  work.  One  fourth  of  the  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  three-quarter  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  any  Regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
provided  notice  of  such  amendment  be  sent  to  each  member  of  said 
Committee  ten  days  previous  to  said  Meeting.
